Staten Island was settled in 1663. For 
two centuries and a half it dozed in peace- 
ful solitude in the lower part of New York 
Bay. It rubbed its eyes in 1898 when it was 
incorporated in the City of Greater New 
York as the Borough of Richmond. In 1913 
as the result of a great community get-to- 
gether movement, it woke up. 

When ninety-five thousand people sud- 
denly find their “place in the sun,” the 
spirit of organization is the first element of 
real communion of interest that manifests 
itself. The Staten Island Civic League was 
the result cf that manifestation. 

Seventeen hundred citizens and all the 
larger manufacturers and tradesmen make 
up its present membership. Firms like the 
Procter and Gamble Company, makers of 
Ivory Soap; the Standard Varnish Com- 
pany, the American Linseed Company, the 
Staten Island Shipbuilding Company, Chas. 
D. Durkee & Co. and G. Siegle Company, col- 
or makers—all of them widely known in the 


United States—have sufficiently realized the 
value of the Civic League as a power for 
commercial and social development to con- 
tribute to its support from $50 to $100 each 
for the year 1915. 

The Civic League’s work is comprehen- 
sive. 

Its Social Service Department, organized 
and run by its women members for the pur- 
pose of investigating charity cases and fed- 
erating all the charitable organizations, has 
developed into an efficient clearing house of 
information and is continually exerting it- 
self to bring men and jobs together. 


Its Committee on City Plan has so im- 
pressed the Board of Estimate of New York 
City with the desirability of a comprehen- 
sive plan of Borough Development, such as 
has been promulgated in cities like Balti- 
more, Chicago and Seattle, that all the facil- 
ities of this Board’s standing Committee on 
City Plan have been placed at the Civic 
League’s disposal. 

Its Advisory Committee to the Borough 
President has promoted a cordial spirit of 
co-operation between the public and the 
Borough Administration and all matters of 
importance relating to public improvements 
are now fully discussed informally at the 
regular meetings of this committee before 
final action is taken. The committee is ab- 
solutely non-partisan and unofficial. 

Its committee on transportation has pro- 
moted a similar spirit between the public 
and the municipal service eorporations. 


Its Legislative Committee performs effect- 
ive work during the sessions of the New 
York Legislature by analyzing all bills 
affecting the Borough of Richmond directly 
or indirectly and registering its approval or 
disapproval with its representatives in Al- 
pany. 

Its various committees on civic beautifi- 
cation have accelerated the movement for 
tree-planting and have made a thorough 
clean-up of the Borough an annual affair. 


Its committees on social welfare have 
established social centers and supervised 
dancing clubs for the youth of the Borough. 


It is evident from this outline that the 
Staten Island Civic League is an organiza- 
tion backed by a growing civic consciousness 
which realizes that community life is not an 
“ageregation of unrelated parts and func- 
tions, but a growth, a product, whose ele- 
ments are virtually interwoven and inter- 
‘dependent.” 


The Staten Island Civic League is a mem- 
ber of the American Civic Association and of 
the Voters’ Legislative Association. It is 
co-operating with the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion of New York for the development of 
New York harbor and particularly in the 
movement to establish within the harbor a 
free port, within which goods may be trans- 
shipped, repacked or manipulated, and 
whence they may be reshipped, without the 
payment of customs duties. *
